There 
fn something 40 hopelessly discouraging in 
traversing te ground that is already wora 
bare, that we willingly leave him the honor 
‘and glory of all arguments he may have aB 
vanced, with the sohtary reservation that 
they come too late, and being too late are ut- 
terly useless, and had better not been brought 
forwand. Mr. Pury, like all the other oppon- 
eats of Confederation, is n of the mk. 
‘vanced school. He recoguisey/ or prufewes 
to recognise the power abil the nght of the 
majority to seitle questions of dispated poley. 
He believes in the largest measure of popular 
controtin the management ofthe aiiuics of 
Government. He is, in tine, the waconr 
promising advocate of the right uf the ma 
Jority to rale, in the way whieh the majority 
‘hall see ft, We hope tis may nokbe taken 
as an untair exposition of Mr. \Pestvig prin 
ciples, and dismissing entirely tke axzuments 
he uses against Confederation, w! 
fees we havé not read, we pot 
pred sense, whether, im the light of acknowl. 
‘edged sod undeniable facts, he has not rap 
‘ile of his own cherished principles, by ask- 
sng the Imperial Parliament to refrain from 
Giving effect to the measure planned by the 
Colonial Delegates? 
Perhaps the people of the Culpaies may be 












own deliberately expressed chdice? Mr. 
Punxy cannot deny that the voice of at least 
threefourths of the Canadian people has gone 
forth in favor of Confederation as defined by 
the Quebec “Conference. He cannot eet 
aside the fact that only one-sixth of their re- 
presthtatives coald be funf to sign “ the 
pleas in short, for delay.” He cannot gaitsay 
that the Legislatures of Nova Seotin and New 
Brunswick by very decisive majorities, 
authorised their representatives to agree to 
4 sclieme of union on “the best terms” they 
might be able to exact. And aa only the 
Provinces are to be bound by the Confedera- 
tiow scheme which bave thus decisively ex- 
pressed their views in ite favor, upon what 
article in Mr. Prxsr's political creed does he 
base -his opposition to ite consummatipn ? 
‘The question from his point of view ought to 
be beyouid the reach of argament. Have not 
the pedple willed it? And ishe, th 
‘clyoeate of the people's rights, to decide their 
‘dwn poh tical destiny, tobe allowed to adjudge 
their supreme decision a mistake, which they 
‘ought to be restrained from perpetrating?” 
‘We confess that when the late lamented 
Sin E. P. Tacne contended that Canada was 
00 an-inclined plane, and must either glide’ 
into annexation of Confederation, we did not 
iat Sret beliewe it. But circumstances have 
ince eoovineed us that the engacious states 
‘masi was right beyond @ peradventure, Mr. 
Howe, himself, in hia first pamphlet, gave 
‘abundant testimony as to the influences which 
liad swayed him in his opposition to Confed- 
‘eration. ‘The sympathy of views and iden- 
‘ity of intereste he professed to see between 
“Maine and Massachusetts, Nova Scotts 
“and New Brunswick,” was enough with- 
out any relerence to his mission to Washing: 
tort, to’ explain the eecret of bie tiew-born 
‘antipathy to any political connection with 
Canada, The frank confessions of Governor 
Chamberlain, of Maine, as to the hearty 
‘opposition of the friends of the United States 
in the Colovies to the Confederation project, 
‘wan another confirmatagy evidence of the truth 
of the position laid down by Sir E. P. Tache; 
‘and now the antecedents and the aspirations 
(00 far x the latter are manifested) of the 
anti-Cogfederate party in this province leave 
little rope for doubt that the alternative for 
te future was really Annexation or Coafed- 
‘eration. The people have, with great una 
nimity, choren the latter, and wherefore 
should one who professes to tow to their 
decision set himeelf up in judgment against 
them! We oan understand the advocate of a 
political creed combatting the principles of 
‘& majority to which he is opposed, and his 
‘using every honorable means to defeat them 
‘within the Fimita of the governmental ma- 
chinery of the country; but when, as in 
this care—that of self governing Colonies uo- 
der an Tmperial charier—we find the pro- 
fessed advocates of popular rights going to 
| the supreme authority wod protesting against 
‘an amendment to that chagter demanded by 
the great majority of the people, then we 
have a right to suspect that the professions of 
uch “Liberals” are bat hollow mockeries, 
to cover séme secretly cherished scheme 
‘which, had they the power, they would force 
‘ugon the people in defiance of their will. As 
fm the United States and England, no it is 
in this country—a spirit of the rankeat intoler- 
‘ance up-lerlies the professions of the extreme 
“ Laberala.”” ‘They recognise nother “right! 
in the people, but the right to be as they 
would like them, and the class in thie country 
in addition to this assumption, audaciously 
presume that the British government will 
‘violate the fundamental principle of its policy 
ly refusing to. accede to the constitatiooally 
expressed desires of the people ine matter, 
harmonising with the present and future in- 
tereeta of the Empire, for the flimsy reasons 
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These people have bat one legitimate argu- 
ment left to them, and of that (hey are not the 
judges. The Colonies have already decided 
the question in the affirmative, and whether 
that ecision be wise or other ise it is not for 
Josurn Hows nor, G6ry Prxxr to decide. 
‘The only one that remains, therefore, ie—will 
Confederation benefit or injure Imperial in- 
teresta? And to this query we opine, the 
British Cabinet 1 better able to give en 
‘answer than broken down Colonial politicians, 
‘or aspiring Colonial journalists, and to ite 
bands the solution may safely be confided.
